The Division's August 8, 2011 Default Order in which Respondent's license to
practice as a registered nurse was revoked is vacated and set aside effective the date
of this Order. Further proceedings will now continue in this matter.

November 1, 2011

The probationary condition requiring Respondent to practice as a registered nurse
during the probationary period for at least 16 hours per week and no more than 48
hours per week was amended to allow Respondent to work a maximum of 60 hours
per week.
